Alberta drivers 
racking up 
speeding tickets 

O Data shows Edmonton surpassed only by Calgary for speed 
breaches O Drivers caught logging higher speeds than before: Police

Edmontonians are not only 
caught more often for their lead¬ 
footed ways than in other Cana¬ 
dian cities, but they’re also driv¬ 
ing up danger with their high 
speeds, police warn. 

Crediting faster cars, a grow¬ 
ing population and more younger 
drivers, an Edmonton Police Serv¬ 
ice traffic safety section member 
said this city is slow getting the 
message: speed kills. 

“We’re seeing speeds well over 
100 kilometres per hour — dou¬ 
ble the speed limit,” said Staff Sgt. 
Ted Hrebien of Edmonton Police 
Service’s traffic safety section. 

Edmonton had 21 traffic fatal¬ 


ities in 2011, some involving 
excessive speed, said Hrebien. 

“The higher the speed, the 
higher the chance you’ll be 
injured in a crash,” he noted. 

Edmonton drivers outpaced 
Toronto and Vancouver com¬ 
bined in ramping up speeding 
tickets. 

Neither Toronto nor Vancou¬ 
ver use photo radar or speed-on- 
green measures, which some pan 
as a cash-grab. 

Automated city speed enforce¬ 
ment 3 delded 183,196, down from 
338,530 in 2010, due to problems 
with speed-on-green cameras 
from January to July 2011. 

“Look at those numbers and 
tell me it’s not all about the mon¬ 
ey,” said Charlie Pester, a ticket- 
defence specialist and former 


City drivers 
were caught 
over the speed limit 
228,000 times in 2011, 
down from 381,780 in 2010, 
but dwarfing the 168,000 
tickets issued in Toronto 
and 21,050 in Vancouver. 
Alberta clocked the most

programs. 

ry across the province 
within a year of being 
elected in October. Specu¬ 
lation has suggested a 
$200-million price tag at¬ 
tached to the implementa¬ 
tion of the program may 
have created a hurdle too 
high to clear. 

Wildrose education crit¬ 
ic Rob Anderson wasn’t 
surprised to learn of the 
change in plans for new 
students. 

“She (Redford) made a 
ton of promises, some of 
which she had no inten¬ 
tion of keeping,” he said. 


Wildrose has never sup¬ 
ported mandatoiy, full-day 
kindergarten, but would al¬ 
so offer it as an option to 
parents, Anderson said. 

The Calgaiy Board of Ed¬ 
ucation provides full-day 
kindergarten at 16 schools 
and the Calgary Catholic 
School District offers the 
same program at 22 of its 
institutions. 

Dandy Civitarese’s son 
recently took part in one 
such program and she was 
pleased with his growth. 

“I had my reservations 
and so did my husband ... 
but the school really en¬ 
couraged the full day,” she 
said. “He did really well 
with it and had a lot of 
fun.” 

Alberta is one of just a 
few Canadian provinces 
that have not adopted 
mandatoiy, full-day kinder¬ 
garten for all students. 


Hepatitis C vaccine a step 
closer: U of A researchers

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta claim to 
have developed a formula 
that could lead to a vaccine 
for hepatitis C. 

Michael Houghton, in¬ 
ternationally recognized 
in the field of hepatitis vi¬ 
rology, said his lab’s dis¬ 
covery includes a vaccine 
that, when tested on hu¬ 
man subjects, produced 
antibodies that neutralized 
or killed major species of 
the virus. 

“That’s very important 
because the vaccine that 
was tested ... was derived 
from a single strain,” 
Houghton said Wednesday 
from Vancouver. 

That result, he added, 
had not been reached be¬ 
fore. 

Co-researcher John Law 
added, “It means a lot be¬ 
cause previously a lot of 
people weren’t positive 
about ... getting this vac¬ 
cine.”

Federal Tories erupted in 
cheers Wednesday after fi¬ 
nally securing House of 
Commons approval to 
scrap the controversial 
long-gun registry. 

The Harper government 
used its majority to pass 
the bill by a vote of 159- 
130, with the support of 
two maverick New Democ¬ 
rats — John Rafferty and 
Bruce Hyer. 

All other NDP, Liberal, 
Bloc Quebecois and Green 
MPs voted against it. 

“Many of us have waited 
for this day for a very long 
time,” said Public Safety 
Minister Vic Toews. 

Toews said the registry 
— created by Jean Chre¬ 
tien’s Liberal government 
after the massacre of 14 
women at Montreal’s Ecole 
Pol34echnique in 1989 — is 


“a billion-dollar boondog¬ 
gle” that does nothing but 
penalize law-abiding 
hunters and farmers. 

“It does nothing to help 
put an end to gun crime, 
nor has it saved one Cana¬ 
dian life,” he argued. 

The vote effectively puts 
the registiy on life sup¬ 
port. All that remains is for 
the Senate to pull the plug. 

Since the Tories enjoy a 
commanding majority in 
the upper chamber as well, 
the registry’s fate is sealed. 

Women’s groups and 
victims of gun violence ex¬ 
pressed outrage. 

Quebec says the mo¬ 
ment the bill is enacted, 
the province will launch 
court action to prevent reg¬ 
istry records from being 
destroyed.

Honduran prison 
fire kills hundreds

A fire started by an inmate 
tore through an overcrowd¬ 
ed prison in Honduras, 
burning and suffocating 
screaming men in their 
locked cells as rescuers des¬ 
perately searched for keys. 
Officials confirmed 358 
dead Wednesday, making it 
the world’s deadliest prison 
fire in a centuiy. 

The local governor, who 
was once a prison employ¬ 
ee, told reporters that an in¬ 
mate called her moments 
before the blaze broke out 
and screamed: “I will set 
this place on fire and we are 
all going to die!” 

Comayagua Gov. Paola 
Castro said she called the 
Red Cross and fire brigade 
immediately after receiving 
the call late Tuesday night.

Cisco challenges Skype 
takeover in £U court 


Networking company Cisco 
said Wednesday that it is 
challenging Microsoft’s 
$8.5-billion US takeover of 
Sk 5 Ape at the European 
Union’s top court to ensure 
Microsoft won’t block other 
video-conferencing services. 

Microsoft completed the 
deal in October shortly after 
the European Commission, 
the EU’s competition regu¬ 
lator, cleared the takeover. 
Microsoft hopes that own¬ 
ing Sk 5 Ape will allow it to 
better compete with other 
tech giants including Apple 
or Google. 

But for Cisco Systems, 
the world’s largest maker of 
computer networking 
equipment, the Sk 3 q)e deal 
creates a serious challenger 
to its video-conferencing 


systems. 

“Cisco does not oppose 
the merger, but beheves the 
European Commission 
should have placed condi¬ 
tions that would ensure 
greater standards-based in¬ 
teroperability,” Marthin De 
Beer, the head of Cisco’s 
video-conferencing divi¬ 
sion, wrote in a blog post. 

Video-conferencing 
equipment is a relatively 
small part of Cisco’s overall 
sales, but it’s growing rapid¬ 
ly. Cisco’s latest major ac¬ 
quisition was of Tandberg, a 
Norwegian maker of video- 
conferencing equipment. 
Cisco spent $3.4 billion for 
the company in 2010. 

Microsoft said it was con¬ 
fident it would prevail in an 
appeal, the associated press 


That company is Shopify, 
which this week was 
named by Fast Company 
magazine as one of the 10 
most innovative retail busi¬ 
nesses in the world. 

Co-founder Tobias Lutke 
created Shopify after realiz¬ 
ing back in 2005 just how 
difficult and expensive it 
was to launch a web busi¬ 
ness. After figuring it would 
cost at least $100,000 to get 
his snowboard store online, 
Lutke decided the company 


ought to design its own e- 
commerce software. 

He quickly realized there 
was a much better business 
in helping other entrepre¬ 
neurs sell their wares on¬ 
line. 

“Today, almost six years 
later, we have over 20,000 
active stores selling one or 
more products eveiy month 
in more than 80 countries,” 
said Harley Finkelstein, 
Shopify’s chief platform of¬ 
ficer.

I am facing a really strange 
problem. My husband wears 
leather jackets in size XL.

Dear Trish, 

I have a couple of sugges¬ 
tions that should give you 
some good solutions for 
this problem. 

Firstly, a strange but 
good temporary solution 
would be to cut some pa¬ 
per towel tubes length¬ 
wise and place one on 
each side of the hanger 
where the coat hangs. 


thus elongating the hang¬ 
er by a few inches to at 
least give the coat some 
stability and shape until a 
proper hanger can be 
found. 

This may be hard to 
imagine, but the paper 
towel tube can be adjust¬ 
ed to the length you need 
and really does work on a 
short-term basis. 

Secondly, look up a 
larger-size clothing store 
in your area and see if 
they will sell you a few 
oversized hangers that 
will properly fit the coats. 

If that fails, Wm. 
Prager Ltd., sells hangers 
to the trade (and my but¬ 
ler school) so they have a 


very large inventory and 
are a great Canadian 
source. 

And finally, the Rolls 
Royce solution is Henry 
Hanger in New York City. 
They manufacture any 
size hanger you could 
ever want or need and 
will even put your initials 
on the hanger should you 
so choose! 

I know this last option 
is extreme, but I have 
used them for some of my 
very fancy clients and 
they are really good and 
will solve the problem.

The healing power of plants

We’ve got some unfortu¬ 
nate news for those of you 
staring at a ceaseless urban 
sprawl of concrete, steel 
and glass with the only 
manifestation of nature be¬ 
ing a safari travel poster: 
“We experience less stress 
when plants are around us 


and research shows that 
our mental functioning is 
much better,” says Virginia 
Lohr, professor of horticul¬ 
ture and landscape archi¬ 
tecture at Washington State 
University. 

Although modem cities 
make day-to-day living 
more convenient, it’s not in 
keeping with our basic hu¬ 
man needs. “We evolved 
with plants and we have a 
preprogrammed, innate re¬ 


sponse to them because of 
their survival value — the 
same is tme of the sun, 
clouds and oceans,” ex¬ 
plains Lohr. 

So while we strip away 
swathes of green land in 
the name of progress, we 
could in fact not only be 
harming the environment 
but also our own well-be¬ 
ing. It’s a harmful effect 
that’s carried into the home 
and workplace with city 


dwellers spending more 
time than ever working un¬ 
der florescent lights, heat¬ 
ing and air conditioning. 

“Interiors, especially in 
the winter time when the 
heating is on, cause colds, 
sore throats, headaches and 
the spread of airborne 
vimses,” says Lohr. 

Any plant can have a so- 
called effect on our mood; 
however species such as 
“the peace lily or Chinese 


evergreen grow well under 
low light, which can help 
reduce dust and air pollu¬ 
tants, as suggested by re¬ 
search,” she continues. 

The other great menace 
to health in modem envi¬ 
ronments is air humidity. 
In la 3 mian’s terms, “any 
plant that needs to be wa¬ 
tered more will put a 
greater level of water in the 
air. So for example a fern is 
going to better than a cac¬ 


tus for humidifying the air,” 
adds Lohr. 

It’s certainly something 
to consider if you’re falling 
ill to niggly coughs and 
colds. At the most base level 
the expert says, “The more 
plants you can have around 
you the better. They help 
humanize the environ¬ 
ment, make us calmer and 
reduce violence,” and that’s 
no bad thing in our increas¬ 
ingly chaotic, 24-7 cities. 
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After spending the last 
decade and a half at his 
Michelin-starred San 
Francisco restaurant de¬ 
veloping modern Moroc¬ 
can cuisine, Mourad 
Lahlou now takes his culi¬ 
nary talents to the pages 
of his recently-released 
book New Moroccan. 

The book is anything 
but a dutifully authentic 
documentation of Moroc¬ 
can home cooking. 

Although the great 
classics (basteeya, cous¬ 
cous, preserved lemons), 
are included, they are all 
adapted to take the idea 
of Moroccan cooking to a 
new level.
